EARLY INCOME TAX RECEIPTS 
SHOW GAIN OF $17,000,000 


If This Rate Is Maintained the’ Total Will Be 
$100,000,000 More Than Treasury 
Estimated.

WASHINGTON, March 20.— 
Treasury receipts from the March 
15 income tax payments, which are 
being watched closely by Congress 
and the administration, show that 
at tht close of business March 17, 
the Government had obtained pay- 
ments of $215,550,008.07, while on 
the same date last year the total 
was $197,690,398.51. 

If this proportion should carry 
through for the entire collections 
of 1928, the Treasury would be 
likely to have about $100,000,000 
or more above its estimates. On

The March 15 payments usually 
comprise one-fourth of the total 
due on 1927 income, although

The Treasury statement of 
Mareh 17 included all payments 
received and checked the first 
three full business days after the 
installment fell due.

of Tappings to Salvage

BOSTON, March 20.—A .mes- 
sage written by one of six men 
imprisoned in the torpedo room of 
the submarine §-4 after the ,vessel 
had been sunk off Provincetown 
last Dec. 17, was made public late 
today by Secretary of the Navy Wil- 
bur. :

Secretary Wilbur said no other 

messages had been found either in 
the torpedo room or in the clothing 
of the victims, but that search was 
being continued, 
Wilbur arrived at the 
navy yard this afternoon tu@make 
an inspection of the S-4. He was 
met by Rear Admiral Philip D. An- 
drews, commandant 
Naval District, later climbed to the 
top of the submarine mith Capt. 
Ernest J. King and inspected the 
damage to the vessel. 

The Board of Investigation be- 
gan a minute examination of the 
vessel today, starting with the tor- 
pedo compartment. 

The first step was removal of 
all munitions from the compart- 
ment. These consisted of eight tor- 
pedoes, 12 rifles, nine detonators, 
73 four-inch ammunition shells, 18 
boxes of small ammunition and one 
machine gun. 

Watch and Flashlight Found. 

One of the first discoveries to- 
day was that of a flashlight hang- 
ing on the bulkhead door, with a 
watch tied to it. The watch had 
| stopped at 3:19. The clock on the 
'wall of the compartment 
stopped at 5:38. Members of the 
board expressed the belief that the 
six men had Kept track of time by 
means of the watch and flash- 
light. 

In the first two hours of their 
exploration, :they found’ no writ- 
ten record. They discovered no 
attempt had been made to trim Or 
blow the ballast.tanks. The water 
line showed there had been 18 
inches of water in the torpedo 
compartment. 

Members of the Board have de- 
veloped a theory that the S-4 was 
out of eontro!] two minutes after 
she was struck by the destroyer. 
They believe chlorine gas drove 
the crew out of the battery room 
and the control room. Otherwise, 
in their opinion; the crew would 
have been able to pump out the 
water resulting from the compara- 
tively small leak. 


The board found the instrument 
with which Lieut. Graham Newell 
Fitch tapped out messages to the 
rescue fleet on the hull.of the sub- 
marine, It was a five-handled steel 
socket wrench, a foot long, psed in 
assembling torpedoes. It had been 
tucked behind a rack on the wall. 
One end was flattened, evidently 
from the pounding on the hull. 
Marks on the inside of the torpedo 
loading hatch indicated that the 
tapping was done there. To reach 
this point Lieut. Fitch had to climb 
a ladder and put his. head inside 
the box-like hatch. 

Naval officers who inspected the 
scene before the eight bodies were 
taken out yesterday saw mute ¢vi- 
dence, .of the desperate fight 
to shut out incoming water. 

The bodies were covered with 
gray mud which had seeped in 
from the ocean bed off Province- 
town, the scene of the crash be- 
tween the submarine and Coast 
Guard destroyer Pauling, Dec. ‘17. 
There was several inches of wa- 
ter over the bodies. 

Surprisingly Small Holc. 


One of the surprising features of 
the drydocking was the disclosure 
of how small a hole the Paulding 
had cut through the hull. of the 
submarine.

In his opinion the 
Madden bill would be advisable 
because it would put Muscle 
Shoals in operation and because it 
is favored by some farm organiza- 
tions.

Gives Advice on Marriage 


Ex-Judge Who Tried 1500 Divorce Cases, 
Thinks Hasty Unions a Danger—He Is 
81, His Wife 80. 


An 8l-year-old lawyer, erect as 
a West Pointer, and his 80-year- 
old wife, but for her unbobbed sil- 
ver hair as modern as any co-ed, 
will celebrate their fifty-sixth wed- 
ding anniversary tomorrow night 
with a quiet family dinner in their 
old home in Carondelet. Former 
Judge and Mrs. William M. Kinsey 
of 6638 Vermont avenue seem to 
have found the secret of perfect 
domestic serenity. 

Kinsey, who tried about 1500 di- 
vorce suits when on the circuit 
bench here from 1905 to 1917, is 
of the opinion that modern mar- 
riages are made too hastily. He 
believes that the  hair-trigger 
method should give way to the 
publishing of banns, a system em- 
ployed in the days when his Quaker 
ancestor, John Kinsey, came to 
America with William Penn to 
treat with the Indians. 

“Tf you would marry happily,” 
the Judge advised today, “first pick 
the right ancestors, then pick the 
right girl, and then wait a while 
to make sure she is the right girl.” 

Mrs. Kinsey, although born in 
Ohio, as was her husband, is of 
Puritan ancestry, being descended 
from Deacon Samuel Chapin, the 
“typical Puritan” and John Win- 
throp, early Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. She, too, regards mar- 
riage as a serious affair and does 
not think the girls of today are 
properly trained for it. “Congeni- 
ality of outlook,” is her formula 
for a successful marriage. 

But the Puritan and the Quaker 
in this pair do not overcome @ 
sense of humor. When Mrs. Kin- 
sey was asked why her own mar- 


riage had endured so long and so 
happily she promptly answered, 
“Because of my good nature.” The 
Judge added, “And my forbear- 
ance.”’ 

Both Judge and Mrs. Kinsey are 
active and alert. They themselves 
say they are “only middle-aged.” 
They read every St. Louis news- 
paper every day, they enjoy the 
radio, and sometimes a game of 
bridge. Mrs. Kinsey is active in 
church and missionary work and 
the judge has not missed a day at 
his law office, except when out of 
the city, since he retired from the 
bench 11 years ago. He has a farm 
in St. Louis County where he 
spends his week-ends, and just 
now he is getting out the spade 
and the hoe preparatory to the 
annual ceremony of laying out 
the garden. Some day he wants 
to live on that farm.

ried Lucy Loretta Chapin, then an 
Iowa schoolteacher, in 1872, he 
brought her to St. Louis, where he 
entered the practice of law. From 
1889-1891 he served as a Repre- 
sentative in Congress. He is a Re- 
publican. In 1904 he was elected 
Circuit: Judge here.

Girl and Boy Resist Return to 
Her at Detroit, Win Tempo- 
rary Restraining Order. 


The father of the Flamm chil- 
dren—Marie, 14 years old, and Jo- 
seph, 13—today injected himscif 
into the litigation in which 
children are fighting in the courts 
to prevent being returned to their 
mother. 

Joseph A. Flamm, who in 1918 
divorced Mrs. Marie Barbara 
Flamm, running a Detroit 
boarding house, filed a motion in 
Circuit Court asking that his chil- 


dren be assigned permanently to 
the custody of Mr. and Mrs. Fran- 
ces Lowther, of Normandy, with 
whom they lived for eight years 
and to whose house they returned 
when they fled their mother’s 
home in Detroit.

“In every community there are 
Smooth talkers who make it their 
business to call on widows and 
either directly or indirectly urge 
them to invest their money ‘in se- 
curities or stocks of questionable 
values by offering large earnings or 
interest.

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Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Hill Had No Intimation J. 
E. Arden, 79, Whom They Knew Only 
Two Years Had Made Them Heirs. 


In December, 1925,‘ Ralph mg 
Hill, a drug clerk, and his wife, re. 
turning to St. Louis from a six 


years’ residence in Spokane, Wash., 
perused newspapersinsearchfor a 
place to live. - They noted, among 
other “To let” announcements, 
that John E. Arden of 3829 Shaw 
avenue offered his furnished flat 
and that this Mr. Arden would like 
to retain a room there, possibly, 
and board with the new tenant. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hill decided it 
might be just the place for them, 
what with its being furnished and 
what with their lo longer posses- 
sing any furniture, so they .pro- 
ceeded to the Arden home. Anda 
bargain was struck whereby the 
Hills moved in and Arden re- 
mained as a boarder. That, as be- 
fore noted, was in December, 1925. 
On March 12 of this year John E. 
Arden died at the age of 79. And 
then it was that Mrs. Hill discov- 
ered that this elderly man, whom 
she had known but little more 
than two years, had left her the 
two-family flat on Shaw avenue, 
a piece of property valued at 
$15,000. 

Arden left the remainder of his 
estate, said to be about $35,000, in 
trust for his sister, Mrs. Ellen 
Gartside, of Shropshire, England, 
who is in her seventies. On her 
death $2000 is to go to a niece of 
Arden’s late wife, and the remain- 
der to Washington University. 

Arden came to St. Louis from 
England, more than 30 years ago. 
For a time hse worked as a collec- 
tor for the Post-Dispatch, then he 


became adjuster for the St. Louis 
Brewing Association. When that 


organization went out of business 
in 1920, it left behind mech unfin- 
ished business with which Arden 
busied himself almost to his.death. 


It was about three years ago 
that Mrs. Arden died. For a time, 
with the assistance of an employe, 
he carried on with his home. Then 
it was that he placed his ad in the 
papers. 

“Mr. Arden was a fine charac- 
ter,” Mrs. Hill said today. “We 
came to him as strange.s, but he 
became good friends with us at 
once. When we first knew him 
he was in the best of health, but 
something more than a year later 
his illness became noticeable. It 
was cancer of the throat. He made 
several trips to Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore, was operat- 
ed on several times, but he be- 
came worse. 

“He was at Johns Hopkins last 
December and he wired for me to 
come to him. After a time I 
brought him: home and he stayed 
at his residence until about six 
weeks ago, when he was taken to 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, where 
he died. My husband and I did all 
we could for him; we knew he ap- 
preciated it, and he seemed to re- 
gard us as his children. But he 
never said a word about giving us 
this home and we never expected 
it.”’ 

Marion C. Early. Arden’s attor- 
ney, said that his client had al- 
tered his will about a month ago 
to include Mrs. Hill. “Mr. Arden 
was always a man who appreciat- 
ed what was done for him,” Early 
said, “and he told me he wanted 
to give Mrs. Hill his property in 
gratitude for her kindness to him.”

Shaw Calls Shakspeare 
Novice Compared: to 1bsen 


Latter Freed Womankind From Inhibitions of 
Jane Austen Period, Declares 
British Dramatist.

LONDON, March 20.—Shaks- 
peare and Moliere were novices in 
dramatic art as compared with 
Henrik Ibsen and the latter freed 
womankind from the inhibitions of 
the Jane Austen period, in the 
opinion of George Bernard Shaw. 
Shaw expressed these ideas in a 
lecture celebrating the Ibsen cen- 
tenary. 

“I say wkhout hesitation that 
Shakspeare and Moliere were al- 
ways like beginners, compared 
with Ibsen, in valuation of the hu- 
man mind, in faculty of. insight 
and in the. fundamental genius of 
the story teller,” said Shaw. 

He compared the pre-Ibsen 
woman with the post-Ibsen woman, 
and said that Jane Austen, George 
Eliot, and’ Charlotte Bronte were 
not real: women, but only stage 
women, playing parts and living 
up to the ideal of womanhood. 


| Then, becoming reminiscent, Shaw. 


said: 

“I have my dreams of the past 
and when I think of the women I 
loved, I see nothing like the pres- 

,ent-day young person with legs, 
but I see a woman with long 
Skirts and ample bodice. But we 
knew the real animal was there 
all the time.” 

Ibsen broke: the Jane Austen 
spell and smashed the stage fig- 
urine with the result that the next 
generation of women came up as 
real. \ 

“They came up almost exactly 
like men,” said Shaw. 

He assefted his success with 
women characters in his own plays 
was not due ‘to any personal, ex- 
perience, for he had been “far too 
busy to have what is called ‘a ca- 
reer,’ but simply because I as- 


sumed that woman wWas almost 
exactly like a man.” | 


ST. LOUIS SURGEONS DUBIOUS 
OF ALLEGED PNEUMONIA CURE 


One Says He Has Observed No Ap- 
preciable Effect From 
Transfusions. 

, ‘A new treatment for post-oper- 
ative pneumonia, ‘reported by -the 
Associated Press in a Vienna dis- 
patch:yesterday as having “aston- 
ished” the Austrian Medical So- 
ciety, glso was somewhat surpris- 
ing to St. Louis physicians and 
surgeons interviewed, by thea Post- 
Dispatch. 

Dr. Hans Siegenfeld of the Wil- 
helminen Hospital was quoted as 
announcing that pneumonia fol- 
lowing operations under general 
anesthesia, a type of the disease 
which has a hign death rate, had 
invariably cleared up upon injec- 
tion of 20 cubic centimeters of the 
patient’s own blood into his muscle 
tissue. 

Outstanding medical men here 
were interested, but scarcely en- 
thusiastic. A former professor of 
surgery remarked that transfu- 
sions had been used in various 
types of pneumonia for years, but 
so far as he could see, with no 
appreciable effect on fatality sta- 
tistics. Another suggested that 
since the» World War announce- 
ments of a spectacular nature had 
issued from cities that previously 
been Meccas of scientists but now 
were in need of special attractions. 

The local surgeons advanced no 
prospect that the treatment would 
be tested here until more definite 
information has heen obtained, 
both ds to method and effect. It 
appeared to be a new treatment, 
explained Dr. Evarts Graham, pro- 
fessor of surgery in Washington 
University, in that intramuscular 
injection was not comparable to 
transfusion, but he, like the others, 
was not inclined to accept it with- 
out mu more evidence.

MORE DIVORCES IN CANADA 


Record Total of 748 in 1927; In- 
crease of Per Ceht.

OTTAWA, Ont., March 20. — Di- 


vorces granted in Canada in 1927 
showed an increase of 23 per cent 
over those*of 1926, the Dominio 
Bureau of Statistics discloses. In 
1926 there were 608, and in 1927, 
748, the largest number ever re- 
corded. 

The increase has been ascribed 
to the unsettling effects of the war 
and the new facilities for obtain- 
ing divorces. Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan courts which for’ years 
were not allowed to grant divorces 
now have that privilege. Prince 
Edward Island, which this. year 
again reported no divorces, has 
only had one in the 64 years since 
it joined the Confederation in 1873. 
Divorce inthe provinces of Onta- 
rio and Quebec is a dominion pro- 
cedure, whereas in the other prov- 
inces it is within -the frrisdiction 
of the courts.

COLOMBIA CEDES LAND TO PERU 


Treaty -Affects Strip 300 Miles 
*" Long and 15 to 60 Wide. 


By the Associated Press. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, March . 20. 
—Under a boundary treaty just 
ratified between Colombia and 
Peru, Colombia cedes to Peru the 
greater portion of the strip of ter- 
ritory known as the commissariat 
of Putumayo. The territory is 
nearly 300 miles long and from 15 
to 60 miles wide. 

An immediate result is the re- 
duction of the Colofmbia-Ecuador 
frontier to about one-fourth its 
previous length, Ecuador hereafter 
facing Peru across much of its 
eastern as well as its southern 
boundary.

United States to back up Russia’s 
plan for abolition of armaments. 

Secretary of State Kelloge’s pro- 
posal for the outlawry of war was 
the basis for Litvinoff’s appeal to 
the United States to join Moscow in 
its plan against means of war. 

Litvinoff pointed out that armies 
and navies would.be useless, if war 
were really prohibited. He added 
that Washington's approval of Rus- 
sia's plan would prove Kellogg 
meant what Me said and would do 
more to realize its ideas than any 
mere declaration of principle. 

Hugh 8S. Gibson, head of the 
American delegation of the prepa- 
ratory disarmament commission at 
which Litvinoff was speaking, did 
not reply. It is understood he does 
not intend ‘to’ do so. 

In the course of his speech, the 
Russian declared the League was 
not sincere in its past disarmament 
efforts. He pointed out that the 
‘Council has had 38 sessions at 
which the problem has been dis- 
cussed and 14*other commissions 
save held 120 sessions.

The president’ of the. secret tri- 
bunal; the police. say; is. former 
Prof. Luigui Bernieri, a leader of 
the anti-Fascist extremists in 
France. _Apparently’all the tri- 
bunal had against Saverelli was 
that he haf become tired of the 
struggle against Mussolini and de- 
cided to return to Italy and make 
his peace with the Government. 

It is said, ‘however, that Bernieri 
had personal reasons for wishing to 
get rid of Saverelli. .The murdered 
man is reported to have had proof 
of Bernieri’s dishonesty as custo- 
dian of party funds. 

Pavan, the executioner selected, 
had himself been summoned before 
the tribunal on a charge of receiv- 
ing Fascist funds. He was sen- 
tenced to death, the police say, but 
later Bernieri said he would be giv- 
en one more chance to prove. his in- 
nocence. He was told to kill Sa- 
verelli and Bernieri is said to have 
added that another anti-Fascist 
would be walking behind Pavan 
ready to shoot him at the first sign 
of hesitation.

will double in a few years.” Based on 
surveys made by the Bureau of Public 
Roads, there were 233 toll bridges in Op- 
eration on Jan. 1, 1928, of which 191 
were privately owned. At present, 29 
new toll bridges are under construction 
and 163 are proposed, some of which 
have probably been granted by Congress 
since the compilation was made up. 

The A. A. A. statement adds: “Recent 
success of private interests in capitaliz- 
ing highway bridges for profit has stim- 
ulated hope on the part of those who 
would extend the commercialization of | 
the highways themselves, by applying the 
toll principle to privately operated trunk 
lines in heavily populated areas. In 
many instances, privately owned bridges 
earn returns as high as 300 per cent per 
annum on capital invested, These are 
extreme cases, of course. It is nothing 
unusual, on the other hand, to find toll 
bridges earning all the way from 40 per 
cent to 150 per cent. One toll bridge in 
Nebraska yielded an income of 150 per 
cent on its cost annually from 1923 to 

1925. A bridge in Maryland built 20 
years ago at a cost of $87,000 had a net 
operating income in 1926 of $41,000— | 
47 per cent of original cost—while a @iv- 
idend of $32,000 was declared, amount- 
ing to 32 per cent on the $100,000 com- 
mon stock outstanding. 

“Tt ig important to remember,” this 
statement further says, “that the over- 
whelming majority of the 425 toll bridges 
in operation, under construction or pro- 
posed as of Jan. 1, 1928, are located on 

* the Federal Aid Highway System, that is, 
on the 186,000 miles of the most impor- 
tant state and interstate highways, built 
at public and Government expense and 
which are the most heavily traveled 
highways in the country. 

“The American Automobile Association 
is OPPOSED to the granting of toll 
bridge franchises to private interests, ex- 
cept in instances where it is clearly prov- 
en that units of government cannot raise 
the money or are unwilling to raise it to 
construct these bridges in co-operation 
with the Federal Government, even ff 
units of government have ta operate such 
a bridge on a toll basis for a period of 
time.” 

When America’s leading association of 
motorists state their almost unqualified 
hostility to the prevalent private toll 
bridge graft, it is indeed time for the 
general public (especially that portion of 
it which has been sought out as investors 
in these enterprises) to awaken to the 
true situation.

| CITIES AND SUBWAYS. 


In considering subways, St. Louis can avoid a 
mistake which some other cities have made by mov- 
ing in the first instance to establishment of a genu- 
ine subway system as opposed to mere underground 
street cars. It was found in Boston that after the 
street cars had been put underground in the con- 
gested business district it was necessary to build 
subways and operate subway trains in addition, and 
that would be equally true of St. Lonis. 

The objection to accepting the rapid transit survey 
already made as a basis for the movement now under 
way is that it is not a clean-cut subway proposition. 
‘It contemplates putting the street cars underground 
‘imside of the congested district, whereas the foun- 
dations of a growing city should be squarely laid 
upon a genuine subway. This is what Detroit is 
doing. It is what Philadelphia has done. The sur- 
vey which has been made here contains a great deal 
‘of valuable information. It will be helpful. It 
cannot, in our opinion, be substituted for a com- 
prehensive survey entirely meeting the requirements 
‘of a growing St. Louis. 

There will, of course, be objection that such a 
rapid transit system, as opposed to the makeshift 
of putting street cars underground east of Nine-

In Phila- 
delphia it increased the values of benefited property 
to such an extent that taxes resulting from these 
increases have themselves paid for the subways the 
city has built. 

Let us do the thing right in St. Louis. Let us 
strike directly for genuine subways and not go in 
for a makeshift which will compel the city to go 
back to the people for more money after the thing 
is once undertaken.

Wanted: A Modern State Government. 


How Missouri, With Its Confusion of Boards and Bureaus, Its Lack of Civil Service 
and a Budget System, Is Lagging in Administrative Progress; What Other States 
Are Doing; Some Suggestions as to How We May Work a Badly Needed Revoiu- 


tion in State Affairs.

T takes a crusader Governor, a co-opera- 
[uve Legislature and an informed public 

to conduct a revolution in State govern- 
ment. The transformation of State admin- 
istrative machinery from a haphazard col- 
lection of offices, boards and agencies into 
a few orderly departments with heads ap- 
pointed by and responsible to the Governor 
spelis revolution indeed. It means the ex- 
change of poor and extravagant adminis- 
tration for efficient and economical] han- 
Gling of the State's duties toward the peo- 
ple. Fifteen States have reorganized their 
governments: Jillinois, Maryland, Nebraska, 
Idaho, Massachusetts, Washington, Minne- 
sota, South Dakota, Tennessee, Ohio, Cali- 
fornia, Pennsylvania, Vermont, Virginia and 
New York; and these three factors were es- 
Sential te the successful enactment of con- 
solidation measures. 

It is most appropriate, then, that Missouri, 
on the eye of a gubernatorial contest and a 
campaign for legislative as well as public 
support for a consolidation program, take 
stock of her machinery of government and 
Study the savings which the new models 
have effected elsewhere. 

In general, there has been an elimination 


of duplication and waste, an increase in the | 


number of functions and amount of services 
rendered by the State agencies, or there has 
been a rédistribution of expenditures from 
the less to the more important functions of 
the State. In certain states wherein a high 
tax rate had prevailed, an actual reduction 
in the State tax has resulted, vast savings 
have been effected by the use of an execu. 
tive budget and through centralized pur- 
chasing agencies, which are both corollary 
to thoroughgeing administrative reform pro- 
gTams. 
-_ a - 
HAT is the situation in Missouri? The 


fact thag@there is no budget procedure, 
no civil service, a lack of administrative re- 
sponsibility and a multiplicity of boards and 
commissions, manhy of which are without 
satisfactory or adequate administrative 
powers, indicates rather quickly that there 
is little ground for argument against the 
need for reorganisation. 

In 1921 Gov. Hyde emphasized the urgent 
need and the reform bills which passed the 
Legislature were referred to the people at 
the general election of 1922, where they 
were lost. The Constitutiona] Convention 
amendment was defeated at the special 
election in 1924. 

The failure of the Associated Industries’ 
consolidation bill to pass the 1827 Genera) 
Assembly and the announcement that an- 
other bill or bills will be submitted by the 
Associated Industries to the next Legisla- 
ture, give rise to a number of interesting 
considerations. 

First of all, there is the matter of the 
technique of drafting consolidation plans. 
Im 13 of the 15 states (for the Legislatures 
in Idaho and Washington carried through 
their plans in one session), agd in 17 other 
states which have taken preliminary steps 
toward consolidation, the agencies which 
have drafted the bills have been legalized; 
commissions consisting of members of the 
State Legislature, or of citizens duly author- 
ized. or of State Representatives and citizens 
beth. The important fact to be noted is the 
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assumption of responsibility on the part of 
the Legislature and the active participation 
of its members in the drafting of the plans. 
A survey of the State government preceded 
all the plans adopted (except in the case of 
Idaho and Washington). 

The Associated Industries undertook to 
prepare the plan without seeking or obtain- 
ing the co-operation of the Legislature or 
the State departments. A very brief period 
of time was allowed to make the necessary 
studies and draft the reorganization bill. 
Those who made the studies and draftéd the 
bill were inexperienced in such work, and 
the bill was open to serious criticism. How- 
ever, the defects are probably now -knov¥n 
to the sponsors, and it is hoped that they 
will be eliminated from the next measure.

O mueh for the old bill. Surely the new 


one should be presented to the public in 
plenty of time for a fair consideration by al! 
of the groups throughout the State. The 
social and welfare organizations—what will 
their reaction be? The State government 
has its human side as well as its financia! 
and economic. The services of a modern 
State extend to practically every aspect of 
life—te education, protection, health con- 
servation, charities and corrections, public 
works and utilities, amusements, recreation. 
and so forth. 

Quoting from its comment on the Associ- 
ated Industries figures: “The Bureau of 
Census gives the State per capita costs for 
1924 at 39.60 average. Missouri fs listed at 
$7.¢%. There are only 15 states with a lower 
per capita cost than Missouri; and these, 
12 are Gouthern st#tes which are notorious- 
ly slow in providing necessary governmenta! 
services. For 1925, the per capita cost aver- 
age for all states has gone up while Mis- 
sourl has gepe dowm. Missouri State taxes 
per capita are $5.15. The average for all 
states is $9.69. Only three states have lower 
State taxes per capita.” 

Tt is natural, of course, that the interests 
which are the subject of recurring tax pro- 
posals should be concerned with what has 
been called the “non-stop flight of public 
expenditures and taxes;” but by means of 
tax shifting (very often to the consumer) the 
incidence is not so definitely determined. 
The average citizen realizes that the in- 
crease in the cost of government is due te 
the decrease in the purchasing power of the 
Gollar, in the increased population. as well 
as legisiative and administrative inefficien- 


cy. And he knows, too, that administrative - 


inefficiency is not confined to public office, 
as the records of private business faffures 
indicate.

Macedonian Marsh Where Fate 
of Rome Was Decided to 
Be Drained. . 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 


plain of Philippi where, after the 


assassination of Julius Caesar, the 
Roman republican forces. lost their 
battle with the imperialists is to be 
drained, improved and turned over 
to agriculture, 

Philippi is one of the numerous 
plains near the mouths of rivers on 
the northern shores of the Aegean 
sea, where careless Turkish agri- 
culture permitted rich soil to be- 
come water-logged and marshy, 
says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society, 

Since Greece received several 
million extra inhabitants as a re- 
sult of the forced trek of Greeks 
from Turkish territory, plans have 
been formulated to reclaim these 
marshy areas of Macedonia. The 
valley of the Varda, near Saloniki, 
Was the area first attacked by the 
engineers. The plain of Philippi 
lies 60 miles to the east of Sa- 
loniki in the valley of the little 
river, Angista. Ten miles*south is 
aoe seashore with its port of Kav- 

Over the plain, on a rocky hill, 
are the ruins of the City of Phili,- 
pi, named for Philip I of Macedon. 
It was to converts in Philippi, 
after his visit and imprisonment 
there, that St. Paul wrote his Epis- 
tle to the Philippians. 

In connection with the project 
for draining the plain of Philippi, 
the Greek Government also will 
drain the territory slightly to the 
west of the Struma River valley. 
Close to the sea, this valley is oc- 
cupied by Lake Ahinos, the small 
remnant of a once great lake. 
About it are marshy regions. Far- 
ther up the valley the entire basin 
is intensively cultivated, constitut- 
ing some of the best agricultural 
land in Greece. When the Philippi 
and Struma projects are completed, 
Lake Ahinos and its marches will 
have disappeared. 


EQUITY ASSOCIATION MAKES 
RULES FOR FOREIGN ACTORS 


Union Requires Players Who Come 
to U. S. to Go Home At End 
of Engagement. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 20.—A curb 
on inyasion of the American stage 
by foreign actors has been estab- 
lished by the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation. 

Although interpreted by Broad- 
way as a reprigal for the barring 
in London of Miss Alden Gray, an 
American actress, this was denied 
by an official of the actors’ asso- 
ciation. Miss Gray was prevented 
from appearing in a London pro- 
duction by an order of the British 
Ministry of Labor, which held that 
with many English actors out of 
work. no American should be hired 
to taie a role one of them might 
| play. 

The regulations as adopted pro- 
vide that. alien companies upon en- 
tering this country must join the 
Equity Association and that an in- 
dividual actor entering the cqun- 
try for a particular part in a speci- 
fied play must return to his native 
country at the expiration of the en- 
gagement or remain idle six 
months. 

Alien actors who shall have 
plaved 100 weeks in this country 
between.1923 and 1928 are to be 
considered resident actors, as are 
alien actors who already have en- 
tered the country under the quota. 
Alien actors who are not here un- 
der the quota and who on Nov. 1, 
1928, have not been here two years 
are to be suspended by Equity until 
they re-enter under the newly 
adopted conditions.

She is re- 
puted to be a friend of an English 
Duke and he helps-her dissipate 
the profits over the gambling ta- 
bles at Monte Carlo. Callot sisters 
own the Galleries. Lafayette, 
Jeanne Lanvin, Patou, Lucien Le- 
long and a dozen others are mil- 
lionaires. 

Mannikins imported from Ameri- 
ca have given local mannikins a 
better standing. Save for one tra- 
gic example, the Americans have 
behaved. The Parisian mannikin 
has always been underpaid. 

It is interesting to watch them 
in gorgeous frocks parade in their 
slinking way and then pirouette— 
miracles of buoyancy and grace.

T HIS morning in the woods at 
Ville D’Avray, near Sevre and 
20 minutes from Paris, I visited 
the little chateau of Corot, the 
painter.

HERE is a type of Frenchman 

wearing dark clothes and black 
zloves who will be seen walking in 
the woods off beaten paths of the 
Bois every day. His hands are 
folded behind and he moves slow- 
ly as though lost in reverie. After 
a long stroll he usually repairs to 
some sidewalk table and will sit 
silently for an hour sipping a mild 
drink.

Had Practiced in St. Louis for 
38 Years; Twice a Candi- 
date for U. S. Senate.

John C, Higdon, patent attorney, 
who made three unsuccessful cam- 
paigns to enter Congress, both the 
upper and lower houses, first as a 


Republican and later as a Demo- 
crat, died last night in his suite at 
the Forest Park Hotel, following a 
paralytic stroke. He had suffered 
two previous strokes. He was 67 
years old, , 
‘ As a Republican, Higdon ran for 
the House of Representatives in 
1902, but failed to get the nomina- 
tion. He became a Democrat in 
1912 and sought the party nomina- 
tion for the Senate in 1918 and 
1920, polling a small vote each 
time. 

Believing he had received more 
votes than wefe counted for him, 
Higdon applied to the Federal 


of the ballot boxes used in the 1920 
primary. Judge Faris denied a 
writ. Higdon told the Judge his 
ruling was wrong and he harangued 
the Court until threatened with jail 
for contempt. 

Got Advice From Wilson, 

In 1922 he wrote a lengthy letter 
to Woodrow Wilson, asking the 
former President’s advice as to 
whether he (Higdon) should seek 
the Democratic nomination for the 
Senate against Senator Reed and 
Breckinridge Long. Mr. Wilson 
acknowledged Higdon’s letter, and 
advised him “not to complicate 
the conf€st in Missouri by becom- 
ing a candidate for thg nomination 
for the Senate.” Higdon did not 
become a candidate, 

Mr. Higgion was born in Pike 
County, Ill,,~and was graduated 
from William Jewell College at 
Liberty, Mo. He practiced patent 
law’ here for 38 years, and was 
senior member of the law firm of 
Higdon & Higdon, Central Nation- 
al Bank Building. 

Drove an Early Steam Car. 

One of the first automobiles 
seen on St. Louis streets was a 
steam car he owned and operated.

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Concentration Is Needed. 

EOPLE who do not play golf 
P have difficulty in under- 

standing why sudden noises 
or sudden motion in a player's 
line of vision usually upsets him 
and causes him to miss the shot. 
Apparently, baseball and golf re- 
quire the same sort of concen- 
tration, yet a ball player nearly 
always has to produce his best 
in the midst of a din of cheer- 
ing. 

The disturbances which annoy 
a golfer are not those which be- 
gin before he addresses his ball 
and continue throughout the 
time he is making the stroke. 
In a measure, it is possible to 
shut out all consciousness of a 
continuous noise. But when 
someone shouts out of a dead 
silence or a whistle blasts shrilly 
in the distance, the player can- 
not be prepared for it. 

On two or three occasions I 
have made golf shots before a 
baseball audience. I have stood 
in the batter’s box in Atlanta and 
fired balls at the center field 
fence. And playing before a 
baseball crowd one is bound to 
get a baseball reception. Few 
in the stands were golfers, so I 
was freely admonished to “knock 
it over the fence,” or to “lose 
it,” all the while I was hitting 
the ball. 


Would Have Been Upset. 
| AM sure had such a thing oc- 


curred on the first tee at Bast 

Lake, I should have been con- 
siderably upset. In the first 
place, I should have been con- 
vinced that the people around me 
had lost their minds, and second, 
I should have expected to be 
physically attacked at any min- 
ute. But somebow, I had no 
such sensations on the baseball 
field. The noise and shouting 
were there as an inseparable 
part of the situation and the nat- 
ural course was to accept them. 


I think also that there is an- 
other reason that the hubbub is 
not a distraction to the ball play- 
er. Unlike the golfer, he has 
the comfort of knowing that his 
spectators are safely ensconced 
in more or less comfortable seats 
and will not go scampering 
across the field in front of him. 
I remember on the occasions of 
my appearance before a baseball 
crowd, how happy I was to 
think, “Well, at least they can't 
get out of the stands.” 

The execution of a golf shot 
is a siow, thoughtful process. 
There are many actuating forces 
which must be perfectly co-or- 
dinated in order to achieve the 
desired result. The smal! bal! 
must not only be struck with the 
face of the club, but it must be 
struck exactly. It avails little 
simply to hit the ball, for that 
is only a small part of the story. 

About Freak Matches. 

ROUND every club there are 
Aerais men who like to make 

up and play freak matches. 
An old favorite is a handicap 
game in which the poorer play- 
er ig permitted to shout or drop 
his club or make some other 
noise a certain number of times 
while his opponent is playing. 
The wise ones at the game will 
shout once or twice on the first 
two or three holes, afterward 
maintaining a studied silence. 
From the results, it would ap- 
pear that the absence of noise 
when f is expected is about as 
effective as a sudden outburst. 

Unexpected motion ts quite as 
distracting as noise. If a person 
standing a few feet behind the 
player so much as moves his 
foot, it may be enough to cause 
the eye to wander off the ball. 

The golfer’s senstitiveness to 
Outside disturbances apparently 
trivial is far from being affect- 
ed. It is very, very real, and 
something he can not cure. Golf 
ig not a game of action. It its a 
game requiring complete mental 
and muscular composure, and 
there is not room or time. for 
other matters.

DR. PELTZER SAYS HE 
HAS NO INTENTION OF 
RESIDING IN AMERICA

BREMEN, Germany, March 20. 
—Although Dr. Otto Peltzer plans 
to spend some months in the 
United States after the Olympic 
games, the great German ruyner 
has no intention of taking up his 
residence in America. 


In the course of a public address 
here, Peltzer, defeated in two of 
the three races he ran in the 
United States recently, took occa- 
sion to deny reports that he would 
become an American citizen. Afte» 
the international games at Amster- 
dam, he plans to sail for America 
in September to spend the better 
part of the following year study- 
ing American sports and educa- 
tional methods and to engage in 
a number of competitive races. 

Peltzer feels that the fact that 
he was allowed to compete in only 
three races in his first American 
tour did not allow him sufficient 
time to acclimaté himself or to get 
used to indoor racing. 

Peltzer paid tribute to Lioyd

the sides, as in former seasons. 
Skirts, on the whole, are fuller.

Drecoll has 
evening gowns in flowered printed 
chiffons worn with cloaks made of 
taffeta or satin printed in the 
same color and design. Linen is 
used this season in many houses, 
both plain and printed, and a de- | 
cided effort is being made to bring 
it back to favor. White pique is 
used by Suzan Talbot for frocks 
and blouses, and Chanel uses it for 
blouses and to form cuffs and col- 
lars on many of her sports models.

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The professional tea-taster can tell 
at one sniff just where a certain 
tea leaf was grown, and what pro- 
cesses were used in treating it. 

A ting in an office in the middle 

of the morning—sipping tea— 
is an odd sight. Odder still is the 
most noticeable piece of their of- 
fice furniture. A rotating table, 
similar in appearance to a magni- 
fied piano stool, occupies the mid- 
dle' of the room. Around its edge 
is a circle of white, handleless por- 
celain cups. 

They are the United States Board 
of Tea Experts, which meets once 
a year in the United States Ap- 
praiser’s Stores in New York City, 
to determine and establish tea 
standards for the country. The 
board consists of seven official tea- 
testers—three men from the East- 
ern and three from the Western 
part of the country, representing 
the merchants and jobbers, and one 
Government representative, usual- 
ly the Supervising Tea Examiner 
of the United States Bureau of 
Chemistry. 

To these men, sipping tea is part 
of a serious business. The final 
criterion for tea is their discrimin- 
ating palates. And the amount of 
tea to be tested is so enormous that 
for five or six days they must sit 
daily over their teacups, tasting, 


considering and examining the dif- 
ferent brands of tea. 


Dozens of packages of tea are 
piled in the center of their table 
before the Board of Examiners. 
Near them two large, shining brass 
kettles of hot water, the second 
requisite of good tea, boil and bub- 
ble on their little brass stove. Tea 
is made after an approved meth- 
od. Housewives might learn from 
these gentlemen. A cold teapot 
makes them shudder. Their recipe 
is rigorously followed. One tea- 
spoonful of tea to a cup of boil- 
ing water in 7. hot teapot. Stand 
and infuse 3 minutes and strain 
into another hot teapot. 


AMPLES of each brew are 
§ pourea into the cups, and the 

business of “tea-tasting”’ begins. 
The specially constructed table ro- 
tates under their trained critical 
noses. To these experts a sniff or 
a taste betrays the whole character 
of any tea. And as the table turns 
one after another the cups come 
under their selective scrutiny, 
which compares, eliminates or 
praises the contents. Standards 
are set by the teas whose qualities 
pass all the tests. Hundreds of 
sets of duplicate standard are then 
prepared and sent out to the ex- 
porting houses in tea-producing 
countries. 

To enforce the standards set by 
the Board of Tea Experts, the 
United States Bureau of Chemistry 
appeints one man as tea examiner 
for each important port of entry in 
the country. He must pass on the 
quality of every consignment. In 
New York City this is no small job, 
since half of the 100,000,000 
pounds of tea imported into the 
United States comes through New 
York. And all of it is tasted and 
tested by C. F. Hutchinson, expert 
tea examiner for the Port of New 
York. 

In the course of a year he tests 
innumerable brands of tea. His 
sense of taste is trained to such 
an incredible state of perfection 
that one sip of a tea definitely 
places the leaf in his mind. Al- 
most invariably he can tell at once 
when and where it was grown, and 
what processes were used in treat- 
ing the leaf. No tea leaf. can keep 
its private life hidden from Mr. 
Hutchinson- Probably given an 
airplane or a magic carpet he 
could go directly to the exact For-

tongues and palates, just as oth- 
er people have better than average 
eyesight, or unusually acute hear- 
ing. 

Mr. Hutchinson dismissed as 
having little truth in the tradition 
that to swallow the tea would spoil 
the sensitiveness of the tea taster’s 
palate. 

“It would be a physical impos- 
sibility to swallow as much tea as 
[I have to taste on a busy morn- 
ing,” he said. “But even if I did, 
it -wouldn’t do my sense of taste 
a bit of harm. Sometimes my taste 
does get dulled from working too 
long on one kind of tea. Then I 
just switch over to one of an en- 
tirely different flavor for a while— 
working back and forth.” 

After first inhaling the aroma, 
the tea taster rinses the tea around 
his mouth to get its full flavor. 
A peculiarity of the little white 
porcelain cups of the tea taster is 
that they have no handles. Mr. 
Hutchinson explained that with s0 
many cups crowded close together 
around the edge of the table, pro- 
jecting handles would only get in 
the way and cause upsets. One 
wonders whether these cups are 
the big brothers of the little han- 
dleless cups from which the Chi- 
nese have for centuries drunk 
their tea. 

Asked if he could bear to look 
a cup of tea in the face, outside 
of his office, Mr. Hutchinson 
laughed. 

“Oh, yes,” he said. “It isn’t as 
bad as that. As a matter of fact, 
I am very fond of tea, but when 
I drink it for pleasure I add su- 
gar.’’ 

EA is only one of the bever- 
T ages to which is applied the 

“cup test.” Coffee, chocolate 
and wine all are tested in much 
the same way. 

Near the East River water front, 
where the bowsprits of old sailing 


ships once overh the roadway, 
is a street from lich arise aro- 
matic smelis that would drive a 
kaffee klatsch mad. Here is the 
coffee district. Wholesale coffee 
houses line both sides of the street. 
And here behind closed doors is 
carried on the similar business of 
coffee tasting. Your favorite brand 
of coffee is not determined simply 
by plucking, roasting and casually 
grading the beans. After all this 
has been done, the coffee, like tea, 
has to pass the “cup test.” 

Some of the merchants hire ex- 
pert tasters, whose business it is 
to tell by a sip the character of 
different coffees. Others do their 
own tasting. The same rotating 
table of the tea taster is also part 
of their office furniture. But on 
the table, instead of packages of 
tea, are small labeled tin trays of 
coffee beans—both raw and roast- 
ed—and a corresponding number 
ef white cups. But about these 
cups there is nothing distinctive— 
they have handles. 


The expert coffee taster sits 
down, the only guest at a table 
apparently set for a party of eight. 
A different coffee is put into each 
of his little cups and the cup 
filled with boiling water. Turning 
the table so that each one comes 
before him in turn, the coffee 
taster shakes the cup to arouse 
aromatic fragrances, and sips the 
brown liquid. A sniff of disap- 
proval or a nod of satisfaction 
indicates whether the coffee is too 
heavy or has not enough body; 
whether it is flat to the taste, or 
has too much acid. In_ short, 
whether it is a suitable coffee for 
discriminating American palates.
